Romance of Civil War Days 


GRAVE OF PRUDENCE BAINBRIDGE UNCOVERED 


Recalled by Finding Skull 


BY JOHN H. HEWLETT. 
A romance of war, a woman's de- 


to follow her soldier-husband into an 
alien land; sorrow and death—this 
was \the tragic story brought to light 
by a prosaic steam shovel in the 
heart of Atlanta Friday. 

The story of uhdying devotion. of 
half a century ago came to light 
when excavators on the site of a new 
building on Luckie street. near Cain 
Friday afternoon exposed a shallow 
grave and unearthed a skull whose 
delicate structure indicated that it 
was that.of a woman. Evidences of a 
hasty burial were plainly seen, and 
later developments showed the re- 
mains to be’ those of a New England 
bride who followed her Yankee troop- 
er husband to war. 

The workers on the construction 
gathered around the little skull, which 
had been interred in less than three 
feet of soil, and dug a bottle contain- 
ing a brittle parchment from near the 
spot it was disturbed. . But the paper 
crumbled when exposed to light and 


air, but not before the witnesses. read 


the name’ “Prudence Bainbridge.” 
That was all that could be seen before 
the paper had turned into dust. 

But the incident refreshed the minds 
of many of a series of events which 
led wp to the ‘death and burial of 
Prudence Bainbridge as legend tells 
the story. 


Prudence, 19, was marri@| toa New 
England soldier at the beginning of the 
eivil war. She followed him on foot 


disguised as a soldier through many 


states and finally came to Georgia 
and Atlanta with the armies of Sher- 
man. She suffered, it is said, all of 
the privations of a: soldier, remaining 
constantly by her husband’s side, al- 
though successfully concealing her 
identity, ‘ 

During Sherman's occupation of At- 
lanta she became desperately ill with 
a fever which threatened to take her 
life and she was forced to rent a foom 
in a-house. located on what is now 
known as Luckie street. While. she 
was in that condition, Sherman ad- 
vanced to Savannah ‘and her husband

Claud Hulsey, street car conductor 
on the Decatur car line, early Friday 


night was acquitted of a charge of 
murder by a jury in DeKalb county 
superior court. Hulsey was ‘ndicted 
in connection with the fatal shooting 
of Will Randolph, negro, after an ar- 
gument March 30 on the car of which 
Hulsey was in charge. ‘The jury 


reached a verdict of not guilty after | 


deliberating less than two hours, and 
it was reported about the courtroom 
that the agreement was reached on the 
second ballot. 

Hulsey’s defense was based on the 
fact that he was forced to shvot in 
self-protection, and several] witnesses 
stated that the negro had made mo- 
tions as though to draw a revolver 
from his hip pocket. 

The quarrel, which ended in the 
killing, began when Randolph, with 
three other negroes, bourded the car 
of which Hulsey was in charge. Hul- 
sey claimed that al] had been drink- 
ing, and became noisy. When Hul. 
sey attempted to quiet them one of 
the negrdes is said to have cursed him, 
and when the conductor threatened to 
eject him from the car Randolph at- 
tempted to draw a gun. Hulsey’s 
shot killed the negro instantly. 

Tom Davis, a witness for the de- 
fense, testified that he saw a negro 
pick a gun from the floor which had 
dropped from Randolph's pocket. 

The state contended that he negro 
was shot in the back, and claim gl that 
he had no gun at the time of the &ill- 
ing.

fected. Director Hines, of the vet- 
erans bureau, was instructed t. appor- 
tion his appropriation for salaries and 
expenses during the fisval year 1925 
80 ag to make available for the first 
six months commencing July 1. 
amounts for the administration of the 
law to be used by the war and navy 
departments. | 

In a letter tuday to Secretary Weeks 
recalling that the bonus became a ‘aw 
over his protest, the president said: 

“I am not willing, however, to let 
the administration of this law remain 
practically in abeyance until congress 
again convenes simply because I would 
be justified under existing conditions 
in so doing.” 

‘ He added that the law, in his vnin- 
ion, imposed certain obligations upon 
the eexcutive branch of the govern- 
ment “which do not permit of Jelay 
in performance” 

Preparation of Forms. 

“If this law is to be carried into 
effect,” the letter continued, ‘so as to 
permit of the cash payments being 
made within a reasonable time efter 
March 1, 1925, as contemplated by it, 
and if the other provisions of the 
law are to be given reasonably prompt 
administrative action, it is essential 
that the application forms and instruc- 
tions pertaining thereto be placed in 
the hands of the veterans and depend- 
ents without delay. 

‘Arrangements have previously been 
made for the printing of these forms 
and they are now ready for distribu- 
tion. It is equally as essential that 
when the completed applicaticns are 
received from the beneficiaries of 
the law they may be given the admin- 
istrative action which the law pre- 
scribes. Otherwise, your department 
will become the storehouse of millions 
of applications which can receive |it- 
tle or no attention until congress con- 
venes next December and makes an ap- 
propriation of the funds necessary to 
give them administrative acfion. The 
game situation, though to a modified 
degree, will obtain in. the navy depart- 
ment. f 

“Action has already been taken to 
give you sufficient additional person- 
nel with which to distribute the ap- 
plication and instruction forms and 
to meet the administrative action 
which will be required on éhe com- 
pleted applications which may be re- 
ceived from the beneficiaries of the 
law during the remainder of the fis- 
cal year. 

Apportionment of Funds. 

“This leaves for consideration the 
matter of meeting the administrative 
requirements of the law for the first 
six months of the next fiseal year 
which involves not only your depart- 
ment but the navy department and the 
United States veterans bureau. To 
meet this requirement, I am today in- 
structing the director of the veterans 
bureau to apportion his appropriation 
for salaries and expenses and his 
appropriation for printing and binding, 
fiscal year 1925, so as to make availa- 
ble for the six months commencing 
July 1, 1924, the following amounts 
for the administration of the world 
war adjusted compensation act, name- 
ly, war department, salaries and ex- 
penses, $1,800,000, and printing and 
binding $14,000; navy department, sal- 
aries and expenses, $250,000, and 
printing and binding $7,500. 

“Your requisition for personnel, sup- 
lies and equipment, and printing and 
inding, will be forwarded to the di- 

rector of the United States veterans 
bureau, who will honor them to the 
extent of the amount herein mentioned. 
It is my desire that your requisitions 
be kept to a maximum consistent with 
efficient and proper administration 
and that so far as possible, your re- 
quirements for supplies and equip- 
ment be obtained from the surplus 
stocks of the general supply commit- 
tee, and from any available war de- 
partment stocks. I am today advising 
the secretary of the navy of the ar- 
ranzements set forth in this “etter.”

Has Turned Back on Farmer 


Madison, Wis., June 13.—(By the 
Associated -Press.)—The present’ na- 
tional administration has “literally 
turned its back upon the farmer,” 


consin, declared in a statement made 
public today. He fyrther declared 
that the responsibility Tor the ‘failure 
of the sixty-eighth congress to meet 
a righteous demand from the farmers 
for necessary and effective legislation 
will rest upon President Cooli¢ce.” 

The statement, in part, read: 

“The sixty-eighth congress has ad- 
jourped after voting down a resolu- 
tion provided that the house and sen- 
ate should reassemble after the -:ational 
conventions, in @rder to give immedi- 
ate consideration to measures provid- 
ing for relief of agriculture. 

“Those interests which demand ship 
subsidies, reductions, on  surtaxes, 
railroad guarantees, fat oil and land 
grabs and other special privilege leg- 
islation, make the argument that the 
farmer must pul] himself out of his 
difficulties by his boot straps .nd that 
nothing the federal government can do 
by law would prove of the slightest as- 
sistance. This, in substance, is pre- 
cisely the argument addressed to con- 
gress by President Coolidge in his 
first message. 

Freight Rate Increase. 

“The truth is, the farmer is suffer- 
ing from artificial disadvantages 
which have heretofore been saddled 
upon his back by act of congress or 
by the policies of the executive branch 
of -government. The Esch-Cuimmins 
railroad law of 1920 brought a gigan- 
tie freight rate increase, unprecedent- 
ed in American history, which has 
since made it impossible for farmers 
in many sections to move their prod- 
ucts to market at a profit. The ruin- 
ous deflation policy of the same year, 
which gained its authority and had its 
origin in a resolution adopted by the 


into bankruptey and has made credit 
unavailable on fair terms to agricul- 
ture.

| saricalture by the railroad corpora- 
tions and the organized banking poe ver 
in themselves were sufficient to pros- 
trate the farmer, but to them has 
been added a robber tariff law which 
imposed enormously increased taxes 
upon everything he buys. Meanwhile 
the policy of the department of jus- 
tice under Palmer, Daugherty and 
Stone has been such as to leave mo- 
nopoly unchecked and to give legal 
combinations a free hand in manip- 
ulating the markets in which the farm- 
er must sell his products. 

“President Coolidge has amply dem- 
onstrated that when the special in- 
terests which prey upon the farmer 
and upon the city consumer alika want 
something, they enjuy their present 
special privilege. These interests de- 


repeal of Jaws under which they enjoy 
their present special privileges. A word 
from the white house would have kept 
congress in session, but that word was 
withheld. 
Two “Old Guards” Blamed. 

“While the progressive-republicans 
and democrats who believed congress 
should meet the critical agriculture 
emergency with definite measures for 
relief were defeated, the defeat made 
in the closmmg hours of the session was 
not devoid of good results. The roll 
call vote on the motion to adjourn 
made it plain to the country that the 
reactionaries in both parties are of ex- 
actly the same stripe.

MARKET WIRE PLAN 


Washington, June 13.—(Special.)— 
Plans for the development of the mar- 
ket news service on leased telegraphic 
wires through Georgia and the south- 
east were discussed today by Senator 


agricultural economics, 
gia senator assisted in securing the 
appropriation for the permanent in- 
stallation of the leased wire connect- 


ing up the southeast with the national 
system of the department of agricul- 
ture. Atlanta is a permanent market 
station in the wire system, in co- 
operation with the Georgia depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

Macon, Fort Valley, Valdosta and 
Cornelia are other stations in Geor- 
gia for handling special reports on 
crops in those sections fof connection 
with the leased wire. Senator Har- 
ris said the station at Fort Valley 
for peaches was planned from June 
5 to July 28; Valdosta for watermel- 
ons from June 20 to July 7; Macon 
for watermelons from July 11 to Au- 
gust 18, and Cornelia for peaches 
from June 30 to Aucust J1. 

The appropriation furnished by 
Senator Harris’ committee last year 
was $125,000 and the same work is 
continued for next year. In addition 
to reports on the products of peaches, 
watermelons, cantaloupes and other 
vegetables, the leased wire carrjes daily 
live stock market reports, reviews and 
reports on the wool market, meats, 
dairy and poultry products and fish.

Paul train held up near Chicago, 
told of their experiences today. 

“They shot one of their own men 
and let him le right alongside our 
car for nearly twenty minutes,” said 

« ctaye “He was moaning and 
crying for help, Finally they lified 
him up and carried nim away to one 
of their automobiles. 

“I think it happened this way,” 
Berry explained: “The bandits di- 
vided and were on borh sides of the 
train. One of the bandits crawled 
under our car and was coming vut 
on the other side when he was shot. 
The bandit who shot him thought he 
was a mai) clerk.” 

Engineer Tells Story. 

Engineer Waite, in telling of the 
holdup, gaid he overheard one robber 
say to “Fireman Dibble: ‘We're go- 
ing to get the soldiers’ bonus. We 
want that money and we're going to 
get it tonight and not wait 20 years.” 

Engineer Waite said that the first 
indication he had that anything out 
of the ordinary was in progress was 
when he felt some one slide into the 
seat beside him. “Something hard 
was prodded intvu my back,” he said. 
“T turned to look into the face of 
a hard-shelled fellow who ordered 
me to stop the train. Fireman Dib- 
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one of the windows and a voice from 
the oustide announced, ‘Now, you’ll 
come out.” The air in the car be- 
came stifling and teats rolled down 
our faces. We had*‘to unbolt the 
door and get out as we could not stand 
it. The robbers promised not to shoot 
if we came out without resistance. We 
were not in much shape to resist after 
the gas attack.” 

R. M. Peterson, another mail clerk. 
told how the robbers looted the mail 
cars. “After we had been lined u 
against the side of the car,” he said, 
‘“‘a middle-aged fellow wearing a white 
cap, who seemed to be the leader, or- 
dered one of our men into the middle 
car with him and made him point out 
thhe registered mail sacks and throw 
them from the car. When this was 
done we were required to load ‘them 
into automobiles. When the sacks 
were loaded into the machines the 
robbers, after warning us not to follow 
them, turned their cars toward Chi- 


cago. 
Gold Shipment Overlooked. 

A large shipment of gold from Chi- 
cago, consigned to a local bank, was 
overlooked by the robbers, it devel- 
oped today. Much of the loot, accord- 
ing to postal men after a_ hurried 
check, consisted. of foreign merchan- 
dise as well as cash

Prior to the nomination of Low- 
den every effort was made to get 
Senator Borah, of Idaho, to accept 
the nomination, but he declined, | 
and his declination was quickly ac- 
cepted without any attempt to force 
ah uncoveted job upon him, Sen- 
ator Borah could have been nomi- 
nated had he agreed to accept.

THE NAVY’S TRAGEDY. 


The nation mourns for the forty- 


eight bright young men of the 
navy who were instantly killed and 
for the 12 others injured as the re- 
sult of a gun explosion during prac- 
tice aboard the dreadnaught Missis- 
sippi in the San Pedro harbor early 
Friday. 

That three of the. victims were 
Georgians and several others from 
the south, brings the distressing 
tragedy to the very hearthstones of 
sur homes. 

This is, with the exception of the 
sinking of the Maine in the Ha- 
vana harbor preceding the Spanish- 
American war, the greatest toll of 
life ever exacted of the navy of this 
country in times of peace. 

That such a accident, whether 
occuring from imperfect machinery 
or through the carelessness of any 
individual in giving a signal, or from 
any other preventable cause should 
have been pos®tHle is unthinkable. 

That the men should have been 
sealed in.an iron cage, with escape 
impossible, while there existed the 
remotest possibility of an explosion 
of this kind shooting flame and gas 
back into the turret, from any 
cause human or mechanical is dif- 
ficult to comprehend in this age of 
advanced science in ordnance and 
munition handling and of the rigid 
training of gunmen by experts. 

These matters will all be courage- 
investigated and censure 
should be withheld until the board 
of inquiry makes its findings. Per- 
haps no one was to blame and cer- 
tainly no hasty conclusion, Just or 
unjust, can mitigate the general dis- 
tress or carry comfort to the be- 
reaved. 

It is not amiss to say, however, 
that it has not been so long since 
another naval tragedy of deplorable 
consequences was enacted on the 
Pacific coast, and the navy depart- 
ment cannot act too hastily or too 
determinedly to put an end, as near- 
ly as is humanly possible, to need- 
less insecurity of life in the peace- 
time cruising and target practicing 
of its fleets.

HEALTH TALKS |

NOSE COUGH. 
Chest coughing is only too well 
known. to everybody. Throat coughing 
is familiar to regular church goers. 


Possibly half a dozen of our constant 
readers now know that there is such 
a thing as ear coughing. Today we 
will consider nose coughing. No scof- 
fing, that’s precisely what I mean. 
Yongsters with coryza, that is, an 
acute inflammation of the lining of the 
nose, usually do more or less coughing, 
particularly at night after they have 
gone to bed. That is nose coughing. 
cf a kind. Of course it is perfectly 
physiological coughing, the cough 
being a quick, forcible expiratory ef- 
fort to expel the gnucus or other secre- 
tion which runs back into the throat 
from the nose, Then there is a more 
chronic form of cough, fhat is, a cough 
which keeps up for weeks and months, 
most noticeable in the night, in 
children who have adenoids or 
chronic rhinitis (one .f the disease 
conditions-which the layman and the 
quack doctors dub “catarrh’’), and this 
Is genuine nose cough, produced by ex- 
cliation of branches of the great pneu 
mogastric nerve, which nerve supplics 
the bronchial tubes and lungs, These 
two types of nasal cough are exceed- 
ingly common in children and both 
torms are subjected to much maltreat. 
ment with alleged cough medicines, 
thanks to the strange penchant of 
eome parents for experimenting upon 
their children. Most of the popular 
“cough medicines’ do accomplish cer- 
tair things when adminstered to chil- 
dren; they destroy the appetite, 1m- 
rair the digestion. bring on costive 
ness ard dull the child’s mentality and 
reneral sensibilities. This makes more 
work for the doctors, so it is poor 
bysiness policy for the doctors to dis- 
courage household child doping. 


A nose cough caused by acute an- 
tral el{musitis in adults, generally « 
slow, hacking, persistent cough, 1s 


produced by the constant post nasal 
drainage of secretion from the an- 
trum, The antrum is the sinus or air 
rpace in the upper jaw bone on either 
side normally communicating tnru 4 
smal) orifice with the nose cavity op 
that side. 

In young adults or youths with sim- 
ple chronic rhinitis, especially when 
the middle turbinate body is involved 
in the inflammatory swelling and ir- 
ritation, a nose cough is very common 
and in many cases has led to suspicion 
of lung tuberculosis. In gome of these 
vases, at any rate, the history and 
course of the trouble suggeste that the 
process may actually be tuberculous, 
but whether so or not, recovery seems 
to be hastened in many cases by open 
nir life together with the 
direct medical treatment 
rhinitis. Perhaps the rhinitis is » 
mere complication of the lung tuber 
ctlosis; it is difficult to speak with 
aesurance about that. So many of 
rs, when young, have mildly active 
tuberculosis and recover without havr- 
‘ing had the condition diagnosed, 
| IT would not have you think that 
|most coughs are nose coughs, but it 
is well to remember that in young 
persons nose cough is a common ov 
enrrence and the usual home treat- 
ment for cough is not only futile bur 
often harmful in the conditions re- 
sponsible for such cough.

Approve State Bar’s Action. 

An important matter acted upon by 
the club, which is composed of more 
than 100 of the most prominent 
young members of the Atlanta bar, 
was a resolution indorsing the action 
of the Georgia Bar association, which 
proposed an amendment to the Geor- 
gia law covering the admission of 
applicants to practice in the courts 
of the state. 

At the present time, graduates from 
the four state law schools—the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, Emory university, 
Mercer university and the Atlanta 
Law school—are admitted to the 
Georgia bar without examination, 
and merely upon their - diplomas. 
The amendment proposes to change 
this, placing all applicants upon the 
same footing. 

Put Additional Restrictions. 

It is also proposed to place addi- 
tional restrictions and requirements 
about applicants for examination, in 
an effort, it was stated, to raise the 
standard of admissions to practice in 
the Georgia courts. A committee 
was authorized, by an amendment to 
the above motion, to offer its serv- 
ice and its full cooperation to the 
‘Georgia Bar association legislative 
committee in its efforts to secure 
amendments to the present statutes 
covering examinations and admissiong 
to the state bar. 

_ Another reSolution of interest and 
importance to the lawyers of Atlan- 
ta and the entire state was one call- 
ing upon the superior court judges, 
who meet in this city July 1, to revise 
the rules of court practice—to change 
the present custom of permitting soli- 
citors general of superior courts to 
exercise great latitude in control of 
cases on the criminal docket for trial. 
It was stated by the author of the 
resolution that it would be greatly to 
the interest and convenience of law- 
yers practicing in the criminal courts 
to have the presiding judge call the 
criminal caseq himself for trial. 

Resolution Adopted. 

The resolution was adopted after 
a brief discussion and the legislative 
committee is expected to take the 
metter up with the superior court 
judges next month. 

A motion was adopted proposing to 
have a barbecue this summer, and 
a committee on arrangements will re- 
port upon date and other details at 
the next meting of the organization 
in July.

COVERS MUNICIPAL 
WORK OF ALL KINDS 


All municipa] employees in Georgia. 
regardless of the work they are em- 
ployed to do, are eligible for work- 
men’s compensation under the Geor-

The case which sets this precedent 
was that of Julius Hatcher, negro 
who was employed by the city of At- 
lanta as driver of a garbaye car.
